healthy beggar who-solicits aim's as 
a business; every idle or dissolute 
person, or associate of known thieves, 
who wanders about the streets at 
late or unusual hours of the night, 
or lodges in any barn, shop, shed or 
out-house or other than such as is 
kept for lodging purposes, without 
permission of the owner or party 
entitled to the possession thereof; 
every person who frequents gamb- 
ling houses, not being employed 
therein as an attache; "check guer- 
rilla," that is, one who frequents 
gambling rooms and solicits money 
or the checks used therein -to repre- 
sent money, from the proprietors.

SILVER IN LIEU OF FKACTTOXAL 


CURRENCY.—A Washington dispatch 
says the rapid increase of silver coin- 
age within a short time causes some 
Treasury officers to think that the 
Secretary will begin paving out sil- 
ver in lieu of fractional currency be- 
fore the meeting of Congress in De- 
cember next.
